Hemlock Society, Unicameral 
Debate Controversial Right to Die

Hemlock Nebraska and the American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) Nebraska hosted one of three presentations on the con- 
troversial issue of pliysician aid-in-dying at the Milo Bail Stu- 
dent Center on April 21. we 

“The Nebraska Physician Aid-In-Dying Bill 
was crafted from review of a number of differ- 
ent models that are being tested in states across pa. 
the nation,” a pamphlet passed out at the presen- 
tation quoted Neb. legislation. 

Sen. Ernie Chambers introduced the bill in the 
1996 short session, It died after a hearing before 
the Legislature’s Judiciary Committee which took 
no action on the bill. 

Chambers reintroduced the bill as Legislative Bill 
406 in the 1997 session of the Unicameral. With 
strong opposition from the religious right, it met the 
same fate as before. 

“First, to give an answer on the question ‘What’s 
on the agenda tonight”’ Is there aright todie?” asked 
Herbert Barnard, the health environment and wel- 
fare counselor of the Royal Netherlands Embassy. _ 

“There is no right to die in the Netherlands. The answer is 
no,” Barnard said.

* four principles - think big, put it in writing, visualize it and 
realize it, and get your team together - which, he said, would 
help them succeed in all the goals they could set for them- 
selves. 

One goal he had, he said, was to have a book on the best- 
seller list for 10 years. His “Chicken Soup” books, which he 
co-edits with Jack Canfield, has graced that list since the books 
first came out. Currently there are 12 volumes of his books 
with soup flavors including “Chicken Soup for Women’s 
Souls,” “Chicken Soup for the Workplace” and three help- 
ings of plain “Chicken Soup for the Soul.”

whether there should be a constitutional right to euthanasia and 
assisted suicide in the United States has resulted in enormous 
attention for the euthanasia policy of the Netherlands, Bamard 
said. 
“Opponents of assisted suicide regard what has happened 
in the Netherlands as a nightmare scenario that should be 
avoided for the United States,” Barnard said. 
“Proponents of the right of assisted suicide on the other 
hand look at the Netherlands as the enlightened example 
and say that the Dutch policy proves that a regulated sys- 
tem of assisted suicide and euthanasia is feasible,” 
Barnard said. 

Barnard addressed U.S. newspapers’ misunder- 
standings of what happens in the Netherlands. 

“In the Netherlands, euthanasia is defined as the 
deliverance of the termination of the life of a person 
onhis or her serious and explicit request,” Barnard said. 

“Essential in this definition is the request. The ter- 
mination of the life of the patient without his or her 
consent would be considered murder,” Barnard said.

State Budget’s Extra Money 
Belongs to Nobody

This month the six members of the Economic Forecasting 
Advisory Board for the State of Nebraska found a budget 
surplus in the state’s revenue projections. This means that the 
state has more money than previously thought for this year 


and for next year. 


So how is the state going to spend this money? 

Dara Troutman, communication specialist for the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska (NU) stated that the surplus, “is unob- 
ligated money,” which means the money belongs to no- 
body at this time. 

There are many groups and individuals in the state lob- 
bying to get a piece of this surplus. The Legislature and 
the governor are presently measuring the merits of all the 
proposals, Governor Nelson wants to use this budget sur- 
plus for an income tax cut next year. Prison construction 
and renovation are also options on the table. 

NU President L. Dennis Smith issued a statement on 
April 18 stating the NU's plan. “From my perspective, one- 
time expenditures for construction of the IST&E Institute 
and for deferred maintenance make good sense — they 


meet critical needs and do not add to the base budget,” he 
said. 

NU believes that the money should go to university 
maintenance to help renovate and repair university build- 
ings and campuses. 

“If the state does not allocate sufficient resources to 
address deferred maintenance in times such as these when 
the economy and revenues are strong, the problem will 
only get worse. The condition of buildings does not im- 
prove and the cost does not go down the longer mainte- 
nance is delayed,” Smith said. 

“We presently have a backlog of around $100 million. 
To preserve the large taxpayer investment in state univer- 
sities, this backlog needs to be eliminated,” Troutman said. 

The Legislature and the governor have many different 


ways to allocate these funds. Instead of giving all the funds 
to one proposal, the money could be spread out among the 
many different proposals.

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Science of Birth Order

NORTHRIDGE, Calif.—Okay, now you can stop blaming your parents for who you are. 

More revealing information about your character may come from the way you and your 
siblings fit in together (and fight together). 

“Birth order is only one of a multitude of things that affect personality. It just happens to 
be one of the best predictors of behavior,” Frank Sulloway, a research scholar and author of 
“Born to Rebel: Birth Order, Family Dynamics and Creative Lives,” says in a recent maga- 
zine article. 

Is birth order really crucial to the adult you have become? Here is a quick mini-profile of 
each of the four different birth orders. Pick your place, and find out what you really are all 
about. 

If You're A Firstborn... 

According to Sulloway, firstborns are high achievers. You tend to stay in mom’s and dad’s 
good graces, while simultaneously using your grand stature to boss younger siblings around. 

Ultimately, your respect for authority and sense of responsibility are caused by role play- 
ing. Remember walking around Disneyland at the age of 15 with all your buddies, but the 
only way you were allowed to go was to bring your 12-year-old brother? Believe it or not, 
each time you grabbed his hooded sweatshirt to keep an eye on him or constantly pestered 
him to eat something (instead of riding Matterhorn twice), you were slipping into the role of 
a surrogate parent. 

“I am the first of two, and I am a complete perfectionist,” Wendy Cintra, a CSU freshman, 
says. “I am a skeptical person about this birth order stuff, but all these adjectives describe me 
30 well.” 

‘When it comes to having friends, you’re capable, loyal and a true friend to the end, Your 
friends may also refer to you as responsible and organized. 

“My friend is a firstborn child, and he is so anal like you wouldn’t believe,” Paul Vernon, 
a CSU child development major, says. 

Firstborns seem to be Jogical, scholarly and highly motivated. So what’s their flaw? Ex- 
boyfriends or girlfriends will probably say that firstborns are totally possessive, and in addi- 
tion, things have to go your way or il’s the highway. 

Uf You're A Middle Child... 

It’s not always easy being stuck in the middle. You may have realized at an early age you 
can’t possibly out-muscle your older sibling or simply act cute and cuddly like the baby of 
the family. But you are definitely good at something: mediating war zones. 

You are the pleasant peacemaker in your family. You are willing to compromise and are 
the one to diffuse tension. Sulloway also describes the middle child as being free-spirited, 
friendly and sociable. 

“One of my coolest friends is a middle child, too,” Catherine Bideau, a CSU biology 
majors, says. “She is really adventurous and she introduces me to different places and things 
to do,” 

One of the problems with being a middle child is in their decision making. According to 
Sulloway, middleborn people are inconsistent when making up their mind. Could it be that 
you’d rather tell a lie than face an argument? This wishy-washy attitude can lead to the 
conflict you are always trying to avoid.

cases. The Royal Dutch Medical Association determined the following guidelines: 

~— There has to be a voluntary, competent, and durable request from the patient; 

~~ The request of the patient has to be well considered and based on full information; 

—~ The patient is in the situation of intolerable and hopeless suffering, either physical or 
mental suffering with no prospect of improvement; 

~~ If there are no acceptable alternatives left, euthanasia has to be the last choice after all 
other possibilities have been considered; 

—~ The doctor has consulted with another independent doctor who has experience in the 
field before deciding about or performing euthanasia; 

— Euthanasia was performed in accordance with good medical practice; 

Although the Catholic and Protestant churches are against assisted suicide and euthanasia, 
Barnard gave statistics on the causes of death in the Netherlands. 

There is an annual average of 135,000 deaths in the Netherlands. Ninety-six percent are 
due to natural causes and 3.4 percent or 3,400 are the result of medical action, Barnard said,

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UNO Aviation Institute Earns Multi-

How does one acquire over a million dollars of media at- 
tention in one day? 

Recognized as a leading aviation university at both the 
undergraduate and graduate levels, UNO’s Aviation Institute 
met that challenge recently as participants in a national re- 


The ongoing cooperative effort between the Aviation In- 
stitute staff and the W. Frank Barton School of Business at 
Wichita State University announced the 1997 Airline Quality 
Ratings (AQR) on Monday. For the second year in a row, 
Southwest Airlines was rated the top airline in a study rank- 


had received in 1995 and United Airlines also increased cus- 
tomer satisfaction. 

Continental Airlines showed dramatic improvements with 
the second highest on-time performance, second best lost- 
baggage rate and a nearly 50 percent reduction in consumer 


search project of the country’s major airlines. Information 
was compiled in 19 areas of criteria, ranging from airline load 
factors and number of accidents and flight problems, to be- 
ing on time, mishandled baggage, refunds and denied 
boardings. 

Brent Bowen, director and professor of the Aviation Insti- 
tute, has been involved with airline rating for seven years, 
five at UNO. 

“It gives us a multi-million dollar media exposure,” he 
said. “That’s very important for UNO,” Bowen said. 

But the distinction between his role as judge and the ac- 
tual airlines themselves is apparently not clear to the public. 
“It seems that people think that I’m the repository for their 
complaints about the airlines,” he said. He receives complaint 
phone calls all the time, he added.

Trans World Airlines (TWA) finished the same as before, with 
the worst on-time percentage, the second worst baggage han- 
dling record, and the highest rate of consumer complaints 

Overall, the 1996 quality increased from 1995, unlike most 
previous years when the AQR diminished. But scores had a 
downward trend toward the end of the 1996,

Quite a 
bleak existence. My proving the existence of God is really 
not necessary, nor will my responding to your points lead to 
anything fruitful. The problem is that we operate under two 
opposing premises. I assume that yours is that man is a com- 
pletely rational being and that faith is irrational because it 
means believing in what cannot be reasoned. Mine is that 
faith and reason can be mixed in a healthy balance. I think 
that any further response on my part is moot, so thank you for 
a lively discussion.

When Ellison first disclosed in late March that 
he was assembling an investor group and consider- 
ing bidding for Apple, he piqued the interest of many 
who have been hoping that Apple could pull out of 
its money-losing slump. But the change in attitude 
of fervent Mac loyalists—a vocal, cult-like lot— 
could take some steam out of Ellison’s endeavors. 

Tim McCleary, a computer science student at 
Millersville University in Pennsylvania, started his 
own brand of online activism with the anti-Ellison 
site he opened Wednesday.

and to gather support against him,” McCleary said. 

He and others. have registered the domain name 
Saveapple.com;‘which will become the home of the 
petition, mail and other activities to try to aid ailing 
Apple. The Saveapple.com site will be activated.in 
the next few days, McCleary said. : 

“I was pretty upset, because (Ellison) just basi- 
cally acted as though he could take over Apple, and 
the Mac community would have no say,” McCleary 
said in an interview. 

True to form, the e-mail on McCleary’s site is pas- 
sionate. “I was not sure...how I felt about your jjlar: 
for a takeover. As of now I know how I feel. Three. . 
ened,” wrote Jarrett Kertesz, chief executive office: : 
of Tsunami Design, in San Francisco. “In the future, 
if you do kill off Apple as we know it, I will boycott 
any product you are even remotely involved in.” 

On the site, Ellison is 
called, variously, “‘a fool,” “a 
villain” and a man who would 
“destroy Apple as a company.” 

As of Tuesday, over 1,800 
have electronically signed 
their name to a petition that 
reads like a version of the Con- 
stitution. “We, the Macintosh 
community...” it begins, and 
ends with a plea to Ellison not 
to “risk the life of this com- 
pany and the passion of mil- 
lions. Please.” 

Adding to the loyalists’ ire 
was that Ellison no longer 
seemed interested in hearing 
their concerns. A spokesman 
for Ellison said his mail box 
has been closed because the 
initial feedback had been re- 
ceived. 

Ellison, who has not dis- 
closed who his financial back- 
ers might be nor whether he 
will ultimately launch a bid, 
did take note of McCleary’s 
protest. 

While he had been quoted 
in a Japanese newspaper last 
week as saying he would turn 
Apple into a network com- 
puter maker, Ellison sent an e- 
mail clarification to the college 
student Saturday. “I intend to 
use the Mac OS to build Mac 
NCs. Big Macs will continue,” 
Ellison wrote. 

Ellison didn’t say he had 
been misquoted in the Japa- 
nese newspuper. Instead, he 
expanded his vision: “Il am a 
Mac user. Have been since 
1984. The only way to save the 
Mac is to increase unit volume. 
Big Macs—like the one you 
and | have grown to love— 
will continue. Networks of 
low-cost Mac NCs will be sold 
to schools and add to the over- 
all Mac volume,” he wrote. 

“At $500 for a Mac NC 
more people will be able to af- 
ford a Mac. Big Macs plus 
little Mac NCs make for good 
business at Apple...and better 
schools.”

A Male Miss? Male Candidate Still in Race for Campus Queen

BATON ROUGE, La.—Southern University senior Rufus Young admits he isn’t one for 
tradition. 

Asa male candidate for the Miss Southern pageant, Young already is bucking the conven- 
tional image of a beauty contestant by entering the school-sponsored contest. 

But he’s also going a step further—by arguing that he shouldn't have to strut his stuffin an 
evening dress or in a swimsuit to be eligible to win the title of Miss Southern. 

Students cast votes for Miss Southern, just as they elect the student body president and 
class officers. Young said he objects to the pageant because it doesn’t have any bearing on 
who wins the title, 

“There is no rule that mandates that I have to participate in the pageant,” said Young, a 
senior English major and Dallas native. “If | am disqualified it would be under an unwritten 
law, which would be illegal. The pageant has nothing to do with elections.” 

Traditionally, students compete for the Miss Southern title in a pageant that consists of a 
swimsuit, an evening wear and a talent competition and in an interview segment. The winner 
is crowned during homecoming week and serves as a representative of the student body at 
various functions throughout the year. 

Young said he was threatened with disqualification if he did not participate in the pageant 
by Terral Jackson, the Student Government Association advisor. 

But Gerald Peoples, vice chancellor for student affairs, says that the administration never 
intended to disqualify Young in the race for Miss Southern. 

“Terral Jackson does not speak for the administration. There is nothing written that says 
you have to be a female or that you have to participate in the pageant,” said Peoples. 

When students first heard about a male running for Miss Southern, they were uneasy 
because it was “Rufus vs. tradition,” said Young. 

But now that students have heard his reasons for entering the pageant, his bid for the title 
has more support, Young added. He says now students view his entry as “Rufus against the 
administration,” and students are more willing to support his battle against the “big bad ad- 
ministration than tradition.” 

So, just why would a guy like Young be interested in entering a beauty contest? Young 
says his motive is to give Miss Southern more power and prestige on campus. 

“Miss Southern’s premiere office should effect student policy,” he said. “Yet she has no 
seat on any executive boards or committees of the Student Government Association.” 
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Young says he entered the Miss Southern pageant to attract attention to his proposed con- 
stitutional amendment to combine the office of the president of the Association of Women 
Students with Miss Southern. He also is proposing that a Mr. Southern be created, and that 
the winner’s duties be combined with that of the Men’s Federation president. 

“Combining the powers of these two offices would continue the tradition of representa- 
tion of Miss Southern and help it evolve into a higher nature,” Young said. 

By becoming a candidate for Miss Southern, Young says he also wants students to focus 
on the fact that the election codes and S.G.A. constitution regulations are not specific enough 
to keep a male from running for Miss Southern. 

In fact, if Young is disqualified from being a contestant because he’s male, he may have 
cause to file a suit on the basis of gender discrimination, said attorney Dan Schaneville, of 
Schaneville & Baringer Attorneys at Law. If successful, Young likely would receive damages 
only, which would force the university to invent a Mr. Southern or revise its constitution, he 
predicted. 

Peoples says he has no problem with Young’s candidacy. “If the student body wishes to 
have a male represent them as Miss Southern, then so be it,” he said. “We will crown him at 
halftime like we did all the past Miss Southerns, and we will call him Miss Southern.”
